Developing logical patterns of thought through training in mathe- 
matics and scientific principles was the basic objec t of mathematics 
and science instruction. 

The mathematical principles that were given to students helped 
to prepare them For practical occupations in many fields other than 
math and science teaching. 

Courses in both mathematics and science are offered on a four- 
year basis to all students. Freshman algebra, geometry, intermediate 
mathematics and advanced math are the basic courses, and are sup- 
plemented by the SMSG geometry and senior math, which is given 
to those seniors who desire instruction in more elementary pro- 
cedures. 

In the Science Department, care is given to see that each student 
has at least one year of a laboratory science. Physical science, biology 
(both BSCS and traditional), chemistry and physics are offered to 
students. 

It is hoped that the knowledge they gain through these studies will 
help them to ask and answer the questions that are instrumental in 
the advance of our society.
